And as that which cauſes this ſhortneſs of 
wind,ig either the corpulency and fatneſs of a foggy body, 
or debility and faintnels of ſpirits; even {ſo fat Livings 
and preferments, 4 maſſie Corps belonging to an Eccleſt« 
- aftical Dignity, or elſcan over-timorous and feeble diſ- 
poſition make ſo many ſhort-winded Chriſtians, who 
faint and fail ere they come to the goale and mark, The 
price of the high calling of God in Chriſt Jeſus. So thatit 
is one of the two, either the painted face of worldly glo- 
ry, inflaming the heart with inordinate love; or the ugly 
vizard of worldly ſhaine, producing and eaufing in it im<« 
moderate fear : That makes the converſion of great men 
to prove exceeding hard and difficult. And when the moſt 
forcible means are attempted and applyed for the effe&- 
ing of it ; they ſtill remain in Agrippa's —_— their 
ulſe beats in the ſame manner : and out of the abundance 
of their heart their mouth ſpeaks, and breaths out the ſame 
words, Almoſt you perſwade us to be Chriſtians. pn

from the ſhipwrack of others, that we ſplit not our ſelves 
upon thoſe rocks, nor be ſwallowed up of thoſe quick- 
ſands, wherein they have periſhed. Thiz is the uſe we are 
to make ff examply, that wewur felves be not ns x if 
ples; and we arr diligently to obſerve and peruſe Hitory, 
that we become not a Story to poſterity, The Text is 
part of a Story, and Hiſtory is a relation of things paſt, 
the ſayings and doings of our Anceſtors.

And albeit they agreed 
and joined together in the ſame common fin, yet were 
they differenced and diſtinguiſhed in the puniſhmenr. AS 
for Corah and his rebellious rout, they were retnoved 
and ſwept away with a ſtrange and unheard of nititacle; 
The earth cleving aſunder under the unſupportable Nelghe 
of fo unprofitable a burden, opening her devouring jaws 
to ſwallow them up, who went down quick, into the pit, 
verſe 31,32,33- Bur as for the two hundred and fifty 
that offered incenſe, they did thereby incenſe the fierce 
wrath of God, and it fared with them as with Nadab 
and Abiby, who offered ſtrange fire, and periſhed by fire 
in as ſirange a manner. And there came out a fire from the 
Lord, and conſumed the two hundred and fifty men that 
offered incenſe, verſe 35. And leſt that ſo ſignal and exem- 
plary a puniſhment ſhould be buried in oblivion with the 
ſufferers, God takes a ſpecial care and order that the me- 
mory thereof ſhould be commended & tranfmitred to po- 
ſterity : And whereas the puniſhment ſeized but upon few, 
the example ſhovld reach nnto all ; and this is the reafon of 
the ſtri& command and charge of God to Moſes, and of 
Moſes to Eleazer the ſon of Aaroz the Prieſt, in the words
